‘ assembled for the righting of wrongs. It has been 
called to muster all Canada’s force against the ulcer in 
humanity's body called Hitler. It has been brought to- 
gether to iron out the inequalities in the war effort and 
to equalize the burden of national service. 


The program of righting wrongs will not be complete 
nor will it be effective unless it includes a revision of our 
Old Age Pension system, which constitutes an injustice 
against our old folk, and unless it also includes the estab- 
lishment of a broad social security plan, the lack of which 
constitutes an injustice against every young man and 
woman in Canada. 


There is no need to argue the need for social security. 
The experience of other nations, as well as that of our own, 
has abundantly shown how necessary are unemployment 
insurance, retirement allowances and health insurance. 


This, according to the Dominion Government’s own 
statistics, is what every young Canadian faces today: 


Of all Canadians at the age of 25, after 40 years, 36 
per cent of them will be dead; one per cent will be well-to- 
do; four per cent will live comfortably; five per cent will 
be gainfully employed; 54 per cent will be entirely de- 
pendent upon friends and relatives. 


A social security plan would change those figures. 
Health insurance would promote greater attention to 
health and thus cut down the mortality rate. Retirement 
insurance would remove the spectre that lurks for every 
man in the thought that 54 out of every hundred of his 
kind will be destitute at the age of 65. 


The foundation of this plan in Canada is peculiarly 
urgent now because at no other period in Canada’s history 
has the time been so opportune for its inauguration. 


Employment is at its peak. Wages are relatively 
high. Whatever contributions wage-earners were required 
to make to build up funds for these social security services 
could be subtracted almost painlessly from present 
salaries. 


Huge reserves could be created, without hardship to 
anybody, to provide a cushion against the dislocation of 
industry and employment when the war is over. 


Nor need Canada look far for valuable examples in 
this matter. 


We have already shown on this page an outline of the 
excellent system of social security enjoyed by New 
Zealand. 


The United States, just across our border, has an even 
more advanced system. Every conceivable form of dis- 
ability is covered in the American social security legisla- 
tion. No innocent man can be subjected to any misfor- 
tune which the state does not correct and provide against. 


The amount of the Old Age Pension varies in different 
states, but in no state is the age limit anywhere near our 
own limit of 70 years, nor in any state is the monthly pen- 
sion so small as our own miserly $20. 


The freedom of the individual American state, in this 
respect, provides a valuable hint for those in Ottawa who 
would amend our own clumsy and unjust Old Age Pensions 
Act. 


Old Age Pensions there are joint undertakings of 
federal and state governments. The states fix the regula- 
tions, the federal authority supplies part of the money. 
The federal legislation is merely permissive. It does not 
attempt to limit, within reasonable bounds, the generosity 
of any state in fixing age limits and pension amounts. 


Canada’s Old Age Pension Act should at least permit 
exactly the same freedom to provinces which have been 
moved to reduce the pension age limit to 60 years and raise 
the amount from $20 to $30 per month. 


If Ottawa is interested in righting wrongs at this ses- 
sion of Parliament, here is a burning wrong to be righted, 
a shameful wrong against lives given in the building of 
this country. , 

Social security for the aged and social security for the 
young is provided in United States, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and Great Britain. Canada cannot afford to con- 
tinue to lag behind. It is on the program of every country 
which expects to gain victory through justice. 


The time to start this program and establish this jus- 
tice is NOW!

quarters announced today. 

A Middie East headquarters 
communique declared the con- 
verging attacks by the superior 
Axis forces, which included tanks, 
necessitated the second British 
withdrawal tron Bengasi in less 
than a year. 

However, the Middle East head- 
quarters said British patrols in the 
Msus area, 70 miles southeast of 
Bengasi, forced Axis patrols to 
withdraw after a brief brush. 

The Axis forces.which advanced 
on Bengasi from the south last 
Wednesday consisted of two strong 
columns, both including tanks, 
Middle East headquarters said. 


GIVE’ GROUND 

Deploying “greatly superior 
strength in this area,” a commun- 
ique said, the Axis troops forced 
the 7th Indian Brigade to give 
ground despite its strong rearguard 
action. 

“In the meantime, to the east of 
the escarpment, an even stronger 
enemy force which on Jan, 28 had 
reached Regima (16 miles east of 
Bengasi) also pressed on and by 
nightfall established itself across 
the coast road of Bengasi,” the com- 
guniqus said,

BUY NEW HATRED 

More than all these, however, the 
Nazis bought a new share of hatred, 
a@ new measure of undependability. 
and added a new bruise to one of 
the most painful of the multiple 
sore spots that plague the new 
order. 

Italy as an ally is almost useless. 
except for the geographical base it 
provides for the occupying Ger- 
man forces. “When in Rome, do as 
the Germans do,” runs the 20th cen- 
tury version of an ancient line. 

Whenever it has served the 
Naz's' purpose, they have placed 
the Interests of the Italians sec- 
ondary or even farther down the 
.list. So eager are the Germans to 
make an arrangement with the 
French that they have assured 
Vichy the Italian claims on France 
will net be considered, except 
possibly for face - saving and 
Otherwise unimportant conces- 
sions in Africa, 

In November when reports were 
current that Petain and Mussolini 
would meet one French official 
scoffed at the rumor. What, he ask- 
ed with elaborate gestures, would 
be the use. 

“Mussolini would say, ‘We want 
this, and this, and this.’ The Mar- 
shal would say, ‘No—c’est fini.’” 

The contempt with which the 
Germans treat their “allies” is col- 
ossal, Once when the Italians beat 
the Germans by a couple of hours 
to the announcement of a Hitler- 
Mussolini seance at the Brenner. 
the foreign office spokesman war 
badgered about it at the daily 
press conference in the dingy, 
paneled Wilhemstrasse room where 
Bismarck formerly met his cabi- 
net. 


TOLD WHAT TO DO 

The reply was coolly polite. There 
had been a “misunderstanding.” 
But when the formal conference 
was ended, the Italians were herd- 
ed into a smaller room and told 
what they would and would not do 
in the future in tones and terms 
that penetrated most of the build- 
ing. German invective is peculiar- 
ly blunt. ~ 

How securely based are the ties 
between the Nazis and their Japan- 
ese allies is likewise dubious. When 
the then Japanese foreign minis- 
ter, Matsuoka, visited Berlin last 
April, he spoke in the glowing and 
most general terms and promised 
nothing. He was a headache to his 
Axis hosts from the moment he be- 
gan his journey until his return to 

Tokyo. 

In Berlin he spoke English with 
Nazi Foreign Minister Von Rib- 
bentrop, who had insisted he 
would not utter another word in 
that language until the war was 
ended. It provoked the explana- 
tion from the foreign office, 
which didn't see the humor of it 
at all, that the Nazis “would see 
the medium of the enemy when- 
ever it served their needs.” When 
Matsuoka signed a non-aggres- 
sion pact with Russia on his way 
home, it surprised and enraged 
the Germans, whose plans for 
their Soviet venture were already 
far along. 

In Rome Matsuoka ostentatious- 
ly telephoned an American diplo- 
mat while the Germans and Ital- 
ians fumed and tried desperately to 
keep their tempers. There is at least 
grounds for suspicion now that the 
literale-minded Japanese, urged by 
the Nazis to get into the war, got 
into it on a scale and withea vigor 
that far exceeded the German pro- 
gram, for in one brief afternoon 
their attack jarred America into 
unity and action as nothing else 
could have done—a circumstance 
the Nazis were most eager to avoid 

Nor are Germany's lesser allies 
any happier or more secure. The 
New Order has developed frictions 
within itself that will keep the 
Nazis busily ‘mending for years 
even should they win and impose 
their plan completely, Rumania and 
Hungary are.at each other's throats. 
Slovakia would like a share in the 
quarrel. Croatia has publicly boy- 
cotted the Hunger'ans. The Bulter- 
fans and the Greeks, and the Bul- 
garians and Serbs have a lot of 
things to settle, which show no sign 
of peaceful outcome, even under 
Nazi pressure. 

FINLAND TAKES LEAD 

In the north, Norway—at least 
{ts Quisling government—is raging 
at “democratic” Sweden, and jeal- 
ously watching Finland take over 


the position of Scandinavian pre- 
eminence so far as the Nazis are

concerned. The “invitations” to 
Denmark and Finland to join the 
anti-Comintern pact in Berlin came 
as a major blow to Norway's pres- 
tige, ‘although before the Danes 
agreed they ajqarently had receiv- 
ed an ultimatum threatening to 
“reconsider” the whole basis of oc- 
cupation and suppplant the Nazi 
minister, who is the formal contac', 
with a Reichskommissar. 

In the Low Countries the situa- 
tion is equally delicate. Clashes be- 
tween Dutch and Flemish are fre- 
quent, while the natural andgagon- 
ism of the Flemish and Walloons 
in Belgium has been fostered de- 
liberately, The mutual, full-blown 
dislike of the Italians and the 
French completes the angry circle 
of allies which surrounds the Nazis 


Rumania has concealed only 
its bitter disappointment over the 
so-called Vienna award of Aug. 
30, 1940, by which the Axis— 
which means the Germans—took 
away most of Transylvania and 
gave it to the Hungarians. This 
irredentist sentiment flared into 
full flame when Rumanian troops, 
pushed along by the German 
drive, entered Odessa. 

Rumanians made the curious and 
unscientific ethnological discovery 
that the Russians on the far side of 
the Dniester river were of old Ru- 
manian stock, and almost immedi- 
ately followed this with the asser- 
tion that the Hungarians, not only in 

Transylvania but as far west as the 
river Theiss, half way between the 
old border and Budapest, were also 
related. 

“Only 50 years of independent 
Rumanian rule would be required,” 
the government-controlled news- 
paper Ardealul wrote recently, “to 
return the inhabitants of the area 
as far as the Theiss to their Ru- 
manian origin.” 


LONG LIVE RUMANIA 

Now that Odessa had been re- 
gained, the armed forces, ran: the 
line of the official press, should be 
turned westward against their other 
enemy—Hungary. Premier Gen. 
Antonescu in a speech that was re- 
ceived with considerable enthusi- 
asm by his people assured them he 
would not rest until Rumania was 
“restored.” The Nazi Field Marshal, 
Keitel, on his way to review the 
returning Rumanian troops in Bu- 
charest, was’ greeted at several 
places along his railroad route by 
demonstrators carrying placards 
saying, “Long Live Rumania—from 
Odessa to the Theiss.” 

All this did not pass unnoticed by 
the Hungarians, naturally enough, 
who look to Germany to restrain 
their boisterous ally. Some of the 
radio exchanges between Budapest 
and Bucharest almost pale the Ger- 
mans’ attacks on Russia. But they 
have other troubles, too, and some- 
one is certain to be disappointed. 

In November, anti-Hungarian 
demonstrations occurred in sev- 
eral Slovakian cities on the third 
anniversary of the initial Vienna 
conference which restored to 
Rungary border territories as- 
signed to Czechoslovakia by the 
Treaty of Trianon after the last 
war. Slovakia was trying then to 
soft-pedal the affair and reported 
them fallaciously, except in 
Bratislava, as anti-Jewish. Since 
Hungarian troops moved into the 
wedge hetween the Drau and Mur 
rivers, the Croatian press has re- 
fused. even to print sport news 
from there. 
“The problem of Scandinavian 
hegemony: has been a favored sub- 
ject of the Quisling press in Nor- 
way. Its attacks on Sweden have 
been an obligato to the deeper 
rumblings of the Nazis themselves. 
Sweden is accused of discrediting 
the Quisling regime, of giving work 
and shelter to Norwegian refugees. 
of providing a “nesting place of 
Communism.” 

“Norway has made its sacrifice,” 
wrote a leading Oslo newspaper re- 
cently, “and it gives us the privil- 
ege of saying to Sweden that no 
Democratic phrases are valid in this 
war." 

Finland has taken its growing 
prominence in the north without 
too much enthusiasm. Thrown into 
the Nazi net through no desire of 
their own, the Finns have voiced 
what rang in Europe as extremely 
candid expressions of their disap- 
pointment over Nazi reverses in 
Russia. They would be delighted 
to get out of the war, if there were 
any possible chance. 

Ribbentrop himself, one of the 
leading architects of the New Or- 
der, is responsible for the neatest 
deseription of this general picture 
of distrust and discontent. He called 
it the “harmony of the dissimilar.” 
Dissimilar it certainly is. If it is 


harmony, it is harmony of a type 
the world has not yet learned to re- 
cognize.

DUBLIN, Jan. 30.— (BUP) —A 
government statement denounces 
the presence of American troops 
in Northern Ireland. The state- 
ment declares flatly that the gov- 
ernment of Eire and Prime Min- 
ister De Valera regard the arrival 
of the United States soldiers as 


“aggression against Ireland and 
a violation of Irish neutrality.”

“Today, January 30, the anniver- 
sary of your birth, smoke-begrimed 
men, tovered with the marks of 
battle, rise from the foxholes of 
Batan and the batteries of Corregi- 
dor to pray reverently that God may 
bless immeasurably the President of 
the United States.” 

IMPOSES CURFEW 

A 9 p.m. curfew was imposed in 
Singapore by Lt.-Gen. A. E. Perci- 
val, commander in Malaya and ad- 
ministrator of martial law, as a pre- 
cautionary step to east patrol work 
and curb fifth column activity on 
the fortified island. 

Rangoon, Burmese capital pro- 
tected by British airmen and Am- 
erican volunteer group pilots 
known as Flying Tigers was raid- 
ed again by the Japanese last night 
and five Allied planes were down- 
ed, a Domei report claimed. 

Domei's Tokyo broadcast did not 
mention Japanese losses, but the Al- 
lied squadrons have bagged a total

SHIP QUEEN ELIZABETH, 


Nov. 25, 1941.—(AP)—The 


battleship Barham, struck by four torpedoes from an enemy 


submarine, exploded and sank 


the Libyan coast. “ 


I saw the Barham go down in 
a huge cloud of flame and smoke 
in one of the most spectacular 
scenes of the war. The blast was 
so great that it was believed the 
attacking submarine may well 
have been destroyed by concus- 
sion, 

The fleet was making a wide 
westward sweep in search of Axis 
convoys when a single submarine 
made a daring daylight penetration 
of the line of destroyers screening 
the battleships. 

At a range of 700 yards, the sub- 
marine fired its salvos, apparently 
at the Queen Elizabeth. 

Just at that moment, this battle- 
ship made a quick zig-zag and the 
torpedoes sped on to strike the 
Barham, which was following close- 
ly in battle formation. 


31,000-TON GIANT 


The Barham, a 31,000-ton giant. 
already was listing heavily to port. 

As I watched, she wobbled over 
heavily, like some punch-drunk 
prize-fighter. 

From quarterdeck to forecastle, 
al} along ‘Her starboard side, hun- 
dreds of men began leaping into the 
water, 


That all happened between 4:25 
and 4:30 p.m. Nov. 25, Executive 
officers of the Barham ordered: 
“Abandon ship!” immediately 
afterward a heavy list developed 
and the Barham blew up at 430. 


Immediately with the explosion 
I saw huge sheets of armor-plating, 
whole sections of the battleship, 
and the Barham’s big motor launch 
flung hundreds of feet into the air. 

From both sides of the Queen 
Elizabeth, destroyers steamed full 
speed into the smoke that was the 
funeral pyre of one of Britain's 
greatest fighting ships.

OTTAWA, Jan. 30 — (CP) — 
Amount of gasoline which may be 
purchased under Canada's ration- 
ing scheme which goes into ef- 
fect next April 1 varies from 300 
to 380 gallons a year for fnon- 
essential cars to unlimited sup- 
ply for all types of commercial 
vehicles, it was announced Thurs- 
day. 

In a series Of press releases, 
Munitions Minister Howe and Oil 
Controller G, R. Cottrelle of Toronto 
made public the fuel restrictions to 
be imposed on various classifica- 
tions of drivers. 

The number of units, each good 
for five gallons of gasoline but sub- 
ject to revision as supplies vary, 
will range from 60 or a limited 
number more units for category 
“A”, the non-essential users, to hs 
many as are needed to trucks, 
busses, taxis, ambulances and other 
commercial vehicles. 

Unit allowances announced 
night: 

Category “A'--60 units and up, 
good for 300 to 380 gallons allow- 
ing approximately 5.400 miles of 
driving, includes all cars not in a 
preferred category. 

Category “B1"—88 to 116 units, 
440 to 580 gallons, approximately 

8,000 miles. 

Category “B2"—132 to 172 units, 
660 to 850 gallons, approximately 
12,000 miles. 

Category “C’’-- 168 to 216 units, 
840 to 1,080 gallons, approximately 
15,000 miles. 

Category “D"” — 280 to 356 units, 
1,400 to 1,780 gallons, approximately 
24,000 miles. 

Category “E” — 388 to 500 units, 
1,840 to 2,500 gallons, approximately 
34,900 miles. 

“COMMERCIAL” CATEGORY 

Category “Commercial"—as much 
gasoline as needed, subject to of- 
ficial check on amount used: trucks, 
including farm trucks (farm and 
industrial machinery not required 
to be licensed or registered for 
highway use need not be regis- 
tered); truck tractors; commercial 
motorcycles; ambulances; busses, 
taxi-cabs, livery cars and drive- 
yourself cars; vehicles owned or 
operated by companies operating 
flying schools under the British 
Commonwealth Air Training plan;

Japan's entry has changed all that. 
Australia and New Zealand are now 
imperilled actually and directly, and 
Canada potentially but as really. The 
war council must now take cognizance 
of these changes and do its planning 
on an Empire scale. 

The important matter is not that 
the Dominions are to be represented in 
this body, but what contributions to 
an effective war policy their represent- 
atives will be able to make. The places 
should not be filled by yes-men or poli- 
tical lame-ducks, but by men of out- 
standing ability. ) 


Why The Difference? 


The sinking of the Lady Hawkins 
off Puerto Rico and the sighting of 
Axis submarines in the Gulf of Mexico 
mark the presence of the raiders on 
the approaches to the Panama canal, 
the destruction of which is no doubt a 
standing objective to be attained if by 
any means possible. In West Indian 
waters they are also in position to prey 
upon ships passing between the Amer- 
icas, and within striking distance of the 
shipping routes from South America to 
Europe. That the plan is to extend 
their operations down along the eastern 
coast of the southern continent must 
be supposed. 

The Japanese submarines off the 
west coast have been little in evidence 
lately, for whatever reason. But they, 
or others, will be on the job again no 
doubt. The fairly obvious purpose is to 
establish a U-boat blockade along both 
sides of this hemisphere and so prevent 
the shipment of supplies to either 
Europe or the East Indies. 

That German and Italian submar- 
ines have been able to operate more 
successfully than their allies on the 
west side, and to systematically extend 
their field of activity, is strong evidence 
that they are better able to replenish 
their supplies of fuel and torpedoes. 
This they must be doing either from 
shore stations or from “mother ships” 
far out at sea, The stronger probabil- 
ity of the two is that Nazi agents have 
established supply bases somewhere on 
the Atlantic coast of Canada, New- 
foundland or the United States. 

There is a reason why the U-boats 
on one coast can keep on sinking ships 
over a widening range while their fel- 
lows on the other coast have appar- 
ently not been able to keep their sta- 
tions. The contrast suggests what the 
reason is, 


The Scarcity Of Ships 


One surprising bit of information | 


given out by Prime Minister Churchill 
in his war review on Tuesday is that the 
failure to complete the defences of Bri- 
tish bases in the Far East is not due to 
lack of men, nor even to lack of muni- 
tions—but to lack of ships. “Every 
scrap,” he said, of tonnage that dare be 
drawn away from the vital North At-

Japan has the third merchant 
fleet in the world, but it is substan- 
tlally smaller now than it was six weeks 
ago. 

Immediately Japan has no shipping 
shortage, and reserves of inaported iron 
may enable its ship-yards for a time to 
replace losses, But eventual shortage 
i. inevitable should the war be pro- 
longed. And already ship-yards in 
Britain, the United States and Canada 
are launching tonnage at a rate which 
must soon overtake the Allied rate of 
loss, if it has not done so already. Then 
the situation will be reversed, and 
Japan will be restricted in the move- 
ment of supplies to the South Pacific 
while the ies can pour more and 
more troops and munitions into that 
area. 

Japan must win its war quickly; or 
the riveters in a hundred Allied ship- 
yards are sounding its doom in the rat- 
tat of their pneumatic hammers.

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Against Britain Means 
Mask Is Off

Thailand’s declaration of war against 
Great Britain and the United States has 
been received with equanimity. For the 
declaration itself legalizes a situation 
which, despite contrary assertions on the 

rt of high officials on both sides, was 
atently belligerent for several weeks be- 
fore December 7. 

Thailand, of course, is 
just another penny-ante 
Axis burglar. Hitherto 
she has been operating 
behind a mask. Her de- 
claration of war merely 
removes the mask. 

Before Japan’s first 
invasion fleet was seen 
steaming across the China 
Sea towards the serpen- 
tine neck of Thai terri- 
tory that is the “Pana- Harold L. weir 
manian Isthmus” of 
south-eastern Asia, the Thais had already 
given Japan: the use of Singgora, their 
chief port near Malaya, upon the oriental 
side of the isthmus. 

Just as the Bulgarians, in the Balkans, 
opened the doors to the Germans to make 
possible the invasions of Jugoslavia and 
Greece, so the Thais let down the bars of 
neutrality to allow the Japs to strike at 
Burma and Malaya. 

Thailand was an accomplice state be- 
fore she became a belligerent. 

Tt is always easier to deal with such 
petty thugs when they come out into the 


open. 
Spurious Resistance 


Thailand’s declaration of war sets out 
in true perspective her phony “six-hour 
resistance” to the Japanese invasion. 

This is a twin occurrence to the Bul- 
garian foreign minister's “What can we 
do?” statement, delivered to American 
journalists just before the Germans enter- 
‘ed his country. 

Uncertain how strong allied reaction 
may be, a small country in each case tries 
briefly to play safe and assume the role 
of an unwilling tool. But as soon as time 
proves that the wind blows strongest from 
the Axis quarter, the timorous tool sud- 
denly develops a gruffer voice and enters 
the war as a full time ally. ‘ 

Thailand, like Bulgaria, has claimed 
part of her price beforehand. 

Just as Bulgaria wheedled the Dobruja 
out of Germany—cut from helpless Ru- 
mania—so Thailand had her Japanese- 
inspired, comic opera war against French 
Indo-China and got two slices of Indo- 
Chinese territory in advance. 

She means to continue to ride upon 
the Japanese bandwagon and get more. 

Judas’ Wage 

Just as Bulgaria claimed Jugoslavia’s 
South Serbia and Greek Macedonia as her 
gambler's price, so Thailand wants a long

strip of Burma, called Tavoy, which would 
make here domination of the isthmus un- 
challenged, and also the Malayan states of 
Trengganu and Kelantan. 

With regard to the latter. Thailand 
makes historical claims—not with suf- 
ficient vehemence to warrant the publicae 
tion of a white book like that which pre- 
ceded her claims against Indo-China—but 
with the same bright-eyed opportunism. 

Her claim to the two unfederated Malay 
states is based upon the gift offering of a 
golden jmage called “Bunga Mas” which 
the Sultans of Trengganu and Kelantan 
used to send the Siamese kings 300 years 
ago. 

If the Bunga Mas did not exist—like 
the mongoose in the story—something 
else would have to be found. 

Thai troops have not been observed, s0 
far, upon the Malayan front but they are 
taking part in hostilities with the Japs 
against Tavoy—something the Bulgars 
never quite dared to do for the Germans. 

The British have bombed Bangkok 
twice since the war began and more 
bombings are expected to follow. 

Thus, all-out belligerent status is ace 
cepted on both sides, 


Thai’s Part 


There is a positive role for Thailand in 
Japan’s plans, whether or not the Japs are 
able to take Singapore. 

The Nipponese want to build a canal 
across the Isthmus of Kra as soon as the 
Burmese and Malayan fronts can be push- 
ed sufficiently northward and southward, 
respectively, to guarantee reasonable free- 
dom of operations. 

How the Japs were able to-transport 
across the Kra Isthmus 100-man landing 
barges, some of them motored, now being 
used upon the west coast of Malaya is 
an unwritten story. 

But as an operation threatening Sumae 
tra and Burma by sea, it is a navale 
achievement which must have had long- 
term co-operation by Thailand's govern- 


ment. 
Traitor Hunt 


By no means the least amusing of those 
lighter operations which will conclude the 
war will be the mopping up of these lesser 
gangsters who have seized the opportun- 
ity to share in the plunder won by greater 
thugs.

Canada’s second Victory Loan 
will do not much more than bring 
up-to-date the nation's expenses 
for the year ending March 31, 
1942, E. R. Hanna, Ottawa, mem- 
ber of the employee section of 
the dominion finance committee, 
told Edmonton's empioyee com- 
mittee at their luncheon in the 
Macdonald hotel, Thursday, 

Mr. Hanna arrived in the city 
Thursday to assist the local em- 
ployee committee with plans and 
preparations for the city campaign 
which is scheduled to commence on 
February 16. Accompa.ying Mr. 
Hanna is RR. Brough, Calgary, 
chairman of the Alberta employee 
committee 


WAR FINANCE 

The luncheon meeting was 
first gathering of the newly 
pointed employee committee for 
Edmonton, organized under the 
chairmanship of Hugh E. Pearson. 
Pau] H. Carpenter is vice-chairman 
and R, Spilsted is secretary. Ap- 
pointment of the committee was 
announced by H. M. E. Evans, pro- 
vincial vice-chairman of the na- 
tional war finance committee, ear- 
lier Thursday. 

Mr. Hanna painted the financial 
picture of Canada from a year prior 
to outbreak of the war to the end 
of the present fiscal year in March, 
to familiarize the committeemen 
with the tremendous strides that 
Canada has made in war finance on 
One side, and the even more tre- 
mendous strides that the Canadian 
citizens have made in net savings 
and net income. 


BALANCE DEFICIT 

Canada’s deficit for the year end- 
fing March next has been placed at 
61,300,000,000 above national reve- 
mues. Through the first Victory 
loan and‘ war savings during 1941, 
the deficit was reduced by about 
800,000,000, he said. 

This loan will not do much more 
than make up the balance of last 
year's deficit, Mr. Hafna added. 

It Io estimated that Canada will 
need about $2,350,000,000 for the 
1942 fiscal year. That clearly 

' gives us a picture of what is ly- 
ing ahead, Mr. Hanna stated. 

In referring to the national in- 
come since the war began, Mr. 
Hanna explained that the net in- 
come has risen from $4,500,000,000 
ke $6,000,000,000, and the war-sav- 
ings have increased four-fold in the 
past yeer. 

DEFENCE NEEDS 

“We are now devoting about 35 
te 40 per cent of the nationel in- 
come to defence while in the last 
avar it never exceeded 10 per cent,” 
he said. “But in view of recent 
developments the war is far from 
won, and we will without a doubt 
be called upon to devote much 
more.” 

“We have done an amasing job, 
but we don't yet appreciate the 
magnitude of the job ahead ef 
us. Let's do the job. Let's get 
on with it and win the war,” he 
pleaded, 

Mr. Henna remarked that Can- 
ada ie out full force in a drive 
against inflation which he termed 
as one of Hitler's allies 

lf Canada is successful in this 
drive, it will have a tremendous 

effect upon her rehabilitation plans 
after the war, he exclaimed, 


AGAINST INFLATION 

To date, Canada has launched the 
attack against inflation in four ways: 
first, overall control of prices; 
second, freezing of wages and sal- 
ary; third, industria) priorities and 
rationing; fourth, curtailment of 
public spending by drastic savings 
through war loans and war finance 
campaigns, he explained, 

Mr. Hanna stated that there are 
22,000 firms across Canada that 
have adopted the payroll plan of 
savings, and 7,500 of the major 
firms are covered by the employee 
committee for the second war loan. 

At this point Mr. Hanna pointed | 
out that according to last figures re- | 
leased, only three per cent of the 
employee payroll is devoted to war 
Savings and the first victory loaa 
combined. We must shoof at 10 per 
cent, he emphasized

Mr. Hanna then outlined to the

Proposed Change 
In Marriages Act

They should learn to 
play with children and also discover 
that they can be heppy playing 
alone. They should have the enjoy- 
ment of eating at the family table 
and conversing with guests there 
and likewise be spared the constant 
supervision and criticisms of parents 
at some of their meals. 

Now one of my father-readers 
thinks J contradicted myself in a 
recent article when I said that child- 
ren would acquire better eating 
habits if they ate alone. His wife 
claims, so he says, that it is im- 
portant to the bringing up of child- 
ren that they sit at the table with 
their elders, 

The anewer is beth yes and no. 
Children should have enough ex- 
Perlence sitting with adults to ac- 
quire the kind of table conduct 
which they get by imitation. They 
should have the stimulation which 
comes from listening and teking 
part in adult discourses. But, f 
still contend thet if children are te 
acquire good hablite of eating and 
robust appetites that are the result 
ef enjoyable experiences at the 
table, they can get these best 
when they eat alone. 

Up to 8, children are so distract- 
ed by the conversation at table that 
they get into dawdling habits, it be- 
ing more fun to listen than to eat. 
They are so inept with eating uten- 
sils that they are sure to be the tar- 
get of all kinds of acid remarks in- 
tended to set them on the right path 
but with the surer result of getting 
them out of the mood of eating. 

Parents tend to worry about tne 
amount of food children eat and the 
order and manner in which they eat 


it. 1f these habits are emphasized in | 


front of the children they become 
self-conscious about eating and this 
has dire influence on their appetites. 

The privileged child seldom eats 
at the family table until old enough 
to be comfortable there. Yet, ob- 
viously his table manners do not suf- 
fer. Manners are picked up easily by 
imitation and the parenls expect, 
too, that they will be. A child doesn't 
need 5 years of such experiences |.) 
order to be able to eat in seemly 
Manner. He does need 5 years of par- 
fect enjoyment of food, without 
hampering and discoloring by scold- 
ing, criticisms or the obvious wor- 
ries of his parents. 

So, if it can be managed conven- 
lently, I fee] that the child loses 
nothing valuable and gains much by 
being allowed to eat alone or with 
other children of the family.

pleasant if the high calories came | 


in spinach, and the vitamins came 
in pie. But no, it has to be the 
other way around and a body can 
get more calorie mileage from a 
deseert course than from any other 
For example, you could walk five 
miles in 40 minutes on a three-inch 
wedge of cherry pie at 300 calories. 
But the trouble is, those who like 
pie invariably do not choose to 
walk five miles in 40 minutes. 

All right, walk slowly, say three 
and three-quarter miles an hour. 
At this moderate rate you can burn 
up the pie calories in an hour and 
tén minutes. How long would it 
take te walk off the calories if you 
top the ple with a scoop of ice 
cream? Practically al! afternoon if 
you amble along slowly. 

Let's say you eat the pie and skip 
the walk—what happens? Nothing, 
ufless those calories are in excess 
of your energy needs. But that’s 
the catch. When the calories come 
at the end of » good meal, they 
usually are in excess, the proof of 
which is on the scales. But if you 
leave off the vegetables and milk 
and some of the other protective 
foods, so as to have calories to 
spare for dessert, you would be on 
a deficiency diet. You can't do 
that. 

The way to get around it is to 
become acquainted with some of 
the demerts that sre not as high 
in calories. Any dessert that 
contains flour, sugar and fet is 
fattening. The less fat, the low- 
er the calories. A three-inch 
wedge of angel cake without tc- 
ing (and it’s good without icing) 
contains only 160 calories. The 
seme aise plece of sponge cake 
cottains 200 calories, Add choco- 
late (fat) to the cake and the ic- 
ing and you get 500 calories in a 
two-and-a-half-inch square. 

There aré lots of custard desserts 
and whips that are not high in cal- 
ories. Banana custard contains 133 
calories per half cup; banana whip, 
100 calories for three-fourths cup; 
baked custard, 133 calories for one- 
half cup, sherbet 100 calories per 
half cup, ice cream, one-half cup 
contains 200 calories; one smal) 
scoop 175 calories. 

Pie generally contains from 200 
to 300 calories for three inches. A 
single pie crust nine inches in dia- 
meter contains 600 calories, a dou- 
ble crust, 1,200 calories.

Dr. S. Exlich 
Tells Story Of 
France Escape 


By SHIRLEY C. WEIR 

This is a story of courage. It is 
the story of a woman who has had 
a front seat in watching history in 
the making. It is the story of Dr. 
Sasia Erlich, a city visitor from 
New York. 

Dr. Erlich is a French Jewess who 
has, become prominent for her 
social and welfare activities as 
president of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of France. 

LAST PICTURE 

The last picture that Dr. Erlich 
carries in her mind of her beloved 
Paris, is one of endless columns of 
German troops marching triumph- 
antly into the city. On that day, Dr. 
Erlich, with countless other “refu- 
gees”, took what she could carry in 
her hands, and on foot left the 
country where she had been born 
and had always lived. 

On her way, she saw great suf- 
fering and desolation. At many 
times bombs fell perilously close. 
For some time she remained in 
French Morocco, then she went on 
to Lisbon where she remained for 
three months before being able to 
get passage to the United States, 
She has been in New York for 
eight months. 

Arriving in New York, Dr. Erlich 
was more determined than ever to 
continue her Zionist work. She 
explained that the Zionist move- 
ment was one to end the prosecu- 
tion of the Jews by giving them a 
country of their own. She has done 
a great dea] of lecturing in order to 
raise money for this work. A law- 
yer by profession, she has Jectured 
in France, Belgium, Algiers. Tunis, 
Morocco and has visited Palestine 
six times. Her present tour has 
taken her acrogs Canada, and her 
appeal has been to members of the 
various Hadassah organizations. 

In her lectures, she tells of the 
results being accomplished in Pales- 
tine, and of the work that is needed 
to be done, 


FIGHTING FOR ALLIES 

The population of Palestine at 
the present time, is helf a million. 
Of these, 12,000 men are now fight- 
ing in Libya for the Allied powers, 
Sixty-five thousand more are ready 
to fight as soon as a Jewish unit 
is formed. Since the beginning of 
war, 140,000 men and women have 
enlisted for civil and military 
service. 

Money raised from Zionist and 
Hadassah work is being used to 
promote industries, war materials 
and to erect villages in Palestine. 

Through Palestine villages, thous- 
ands of troops from Great Britain, 
Australia and New Zealand must 
pass on their way to Libya. Here 
they are sheltered and fed by loyal 
Jewish patriots. , 


FOR YOUTH WORK 

Money raised is also in aid of 
the “Youth Aliyha”. Since the war, 
7,000 Jewish boys and girls have 
been rescued from German-domin- 
ated countries and been given shel- 
ter in Palestine. Of these 7,000, 
three hundred have shown their 
gratitude by joining the British 
troops fighting in Libya, 

Dr. Erlich addressed members of 
the Edmonton chapter of the Had- 
assah at a luncheon in the Corona 
hotel on Friday.

‘Master Plan’’ Mustering Allied Forces In 


John R, Morris, veteran British United Press correspondent in 
the Far East, describes in the following dispatch the scene at which 
a “master plan” is mustering Allied strength and guiding counters 
blows against Japan's offensive in the southwest Pacific. The 
correspondent visited and talked with commanders at United 
Nations headquarters.—EDITOR.

UNITED NATIONS HEADQUARTERS, in Java, Jan. 
30.—Allied commanders in this camouflaged supreme head- 
quarters are using a master plan against Japan’s all-out 
gamble for a quick victory—or certain defeat—in the south- 
west Pacific, the British United Press is able to disclose 


today. 


The master plan for the Allied forces on a 5,000-mile 
front is already beginning to operate. It is being elabor- 
ated as rapidly as possible by men who have arranged the

headquarters of the supreme command to move at light- 
ning speed. On some fronts, results are already plainly 
discernible, due to such strategists as Gen. Sir Archibald 
Wavell and Admiral Thomas C. Hart. 


The margin of Japanese military superiority already has 
been whittled down and this, I was told, is only the begin- 
hing. 

After several days at supreme headquarters talking 
with key figures who for obvious reasons cannot be quoted, 
I am able to report that the Japanese are pursuing a policy 
bf throwing all of the strength they were able to muster in 
years of preparation into an onslaught that has convinced 
responsible observers that the enemy knows he must win 
ecisively in the near future or lose everything. 


Against this offensive is pitted the mounting fighting 
strength of the Allied powers and the skill of such men as 
Wavell, a calm, determined figure with a monocle screwed 
in his eye, and Hart, a vigorous and fast-moving Ameri-

OTTAWA, Jan. 30—(CP)—A 
Japanese invasion of Canada is 
probable, Howard Green (Con. 
Vancouver South) eald in the 


House of Commons Thursday 
night as debate on the speech from 
the throne continued—mainly on 
the subject of conscription and the 
government's plebiscite proposal, 
but veering onto other topics at 
times, 

Earlier in the day John M. Turner 
(Lib. Springfield) charged that a 
“group of racketeers” in Toronto 
was more interested in obtaining 
control of the government than in 
conscription. If they secured control 
they would do away with the excess 
profits tax, abolish price control and 
make the sky the limit on profits on 
war equipment, he said. 

Mr. Green said defence forces 
available on the west coast are en- 


tirely inadequate to deal with gn/j. 


invasion, but drew a denial from De- 
fence Minister Ralston when he said 
the west coast army was equipped 
with old American rifles which 
could not be fired. 

Like other Conservative speakers 
he expressed opposition to the pro- 
posed plebiscite by which the gov- 
ernment intends to seek release from 
pledges not to introduce compulsory 
overseas service. 


George Cruickshank (Lib. Fra- 
ser Valley), on the other hand, 
said the plebiscite was necessary 
and the only honorable course, 
and that no man under 60 who 
was physically fit and did not 
Serve in the last war ought to urge 
the conscription of young men. 

He sald he had been a believer in 
conscription from the outbreak of 
war, but considered himself bound 
by the pledges made by leaders of 
both Liberal and Conservative par- 
ties in the 1940 election. 

Both Mr. Cruickshank and Mr. 
Green were critical of the govern- 
ment’s handling of the Japanese 
population in British Columbia. 
Mr. Cruickshank said the minister 
of national defence had been badly 
advised, and Mr. Green said the 
government was too slow in setting 
its policy and in acting. 

Mr. Green said there should be 
a member of the cabinet resident 
in British Columbia during the 
crisis and urged & supreme com- 
mander for military, naval and 
alr forces on the west coast. 

Assurance of a better economic 
order, with an end to exploitation, 
was urged by G. H. Castleden 
(C.C.F., Yorkton), as a means of 
improving the morale of the Can- 
adian people, 

Col. A. J. Brooks (Con,, Royal) 
urged conscription without a pleb- 
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iscite and said the fact some dis- 
tricts were contributing more men 
for the forces than other districts 


where men were earning high | 
wages in industry, did not make | 


for national unity, 

Mr. Turner said that for the 
“group of racketeers” from Toronto, 
“Conscription is only a camou- 
flage; the pay-off is control.” 

He spoke soon after Dr. Herbert 
Bruce (Con., Toronto-Parkdale) de- 
scribed the persons comprising the 
Committee for Total War, organized 
at Toronto recently, as men and wo- 
men who represent practically 
every public and patriotic organiz- 
ation in Ontario and include many 
political and personal friends of the 
present government. 

Dr. Bruce expressed opposition to 
the plebiscite proposed in the 
Speech from the Throne as a means 
of releasing the government from 
its anti-conscriptionist pledges, and 
said that if Prime Minister Mac~- 
kenzie King were not prepared to 
live up to the responsibilities of his 
office he should make way for an- 
other leader.

Job In Russia

MOSCOW, Jan. 30—It's easy to 
Git next to the radiator in a Mos- 
Cow hotel and write about the 
Russian cold. But it was not until 
1 had spent a couple of days with 
the Russian army in the field that 
I got any real idea of what intense 
cold does to a war. 

At 40 below zero, the chief con- 
cern of millions of men fighting in 
Russia ts not the scream of shells or 
the whistle of bullets, but the primi- 
itive problem of 
keeping warm, 
For the men in 
the field that is a 
problem that dom- 
inates their 
thoughts 24 hours 
a day. 

Any relaxation 
in the struggie 
means frostbite-- 
A. T. Steele and frostbite 
means hospitalization or death. It's a 
silent, creeping, numbing enemy 
that hits at the extremities and 
works inward. if not checked. 


GERMANS SUFFER 


For the soldier fighting in the 
Open, without cover, the explosions 
of shells and bombs nearby. are not 
half as alarming as the realizatioa 
that all sensation has left the toes, 


or fingers, or nose. And this is a 
common experience, especially 
among the inadequately uniformed 
Germans. 

Behind the front the Ruasian 
soldier lives in snug, subsurface 
dugouts, usually heated with port- 
able stoves or ovens made of oil 
drums: Roofed with logs, earth 
and fresh snow, these shelters 
would be undistinguishable from 
the landscape were it not for black 
plumes of smoke which billow into 
the outside whiteness from their 
chimney holes. Travelling along 
the Moscow-Smolensk highway to- 
ward the front, I saw many groups 
of these puffing, man-made fume- 
holes—a kind of Russian “valley 
of 10,000 smokes”. 

Nearer the front the cold is a 
vastly more serious problem, There 
the troops must fight, crawl and 
lie in the open, and plow through 
snow ranging from two to three 
feet in depth and for warmth they 
gather around open fires. 


DAYS ARE SHORT 


The days are short and the sun, 
when it breaks through the pow- 
dery mist which seems to charac- 
terize the Russian winter, burns 
with a cold glare, shedding light 
but giving no warmth. The snow- 
blanketed fields and forests along 
the road to the front are lined 
with winter's bleak manifestations 
~occasional German tanks and 
trucks half buried in the snow, 
Russian trucks with fires burning 
under their engines to warm them, 
a few bodies of men and horses 
stiff as granite and glazed with 
ice. 

I passed thousands of uniformed 
workmen—Russian labor battalions 
—clearing the roads, repairing 
bridges, and restoring the gauge of 
railway tracks altered by the Ger- 
mans, With their faces often mask- 
ed to protect their chins and noses, 
these padded figures could be iden- 
tified one from another only by 
their eyes. 

In such weather the traditional 
Russian beard serves a useful 
function. Red srmy men are 
clean shaven except for those 
who sport mustaches, but whis-

kers are still popular with the 
Peasants. On the country roads 
they sometimes have the appear- 
ance of well refrigerated appar- 
ations, with heavy frost clinging 
to their beards, eyebrows and 
even eyelashes. 

IT met some peasant families re- 


turning to their recaptured villages 


with sleigh loads of belongings. For 
most of them there is nothing to 


return to. The retreating Germans

have systematically burned 
evacuated villages to the ground. 


Many are living like hibernating 
bears in underground shelters in

highways. Russian horses, small,

OH, FOR THE TROPICS 


Your correspondent travelled to 
the front in comparative comfort 


in a closed car, but the comfort was 


relative, not real. For this expedi- 
tion he wore two suits of under- 
wear, one set of pyjamas, two pairs 
of pants, one rabbit-skin vest, one 
woolen vest, one sweater, one coat, 
one overcoat, two pairs of socks, 
one pair of shoes, one pair of over- 
shoes and a fur hat. For the first 


time in his life he went to bed 
with his boots on. And still he was 
never really warm. Oh, for a night 


in the tropics! 
To realize Hitler's colossal blun- 


der in failing properly to equip his 


troops for the winter campaign in 
Russia, it is necessary only to see 
and talk to the prisoners taken by 
the Russians. On Monday, at Moz- 


haisk, 10 captives taken within the 


past several days were brought out 
for inspection. 

It was hard to believe that these 
unhappy man were represent- 
atives of the leading Axis power. 
The clothes and boots they wore 
were of fair quality and well 
sulted to summer and autumn 
operations but wholly unsuitable 
for Russian winter, Their over- 
coats were too light, their boots 
too thin and the only coverings 
on their heads were thin knitted, 
woolen skullcaps which came 
down over their ears and chins, 
Atop these were perched service 
caps. 

When we asked them what 
caused them to surrender, a 21- 
year-old youth from the Rhine- 
land piped up with the remark, “It’s 
such a long war and too cold.” 

“Kalt” seemed to have become 
the most frequent word in their 
vocabularies. One told us his com- 
pany was averaging casualties of 
three to four daily, frostbite taking 
more victims than battlegrounds. 


KNEW NOTHING OF TYPHUS 
These prisoners ranged from 21 
to 43 years of age but most were 
about 30. All had seen service in 
France. They said they had heard 
nothing of any epidemic of typhus 
or other disease in the German 
army but that digestive and intes- 
tinal ailments were common. Sup- 
plies were sometimes irregular. 
Severa] of them carried leaflets 
dropped by Soviet planes which 
bore on one side a cartoon of Hit- 
ler standing over a fallen German 
soldier and on the other a pass 
guaranteeing safety on surrender.

LOOKING BACK 

Looking back over the years, 
pioneers of the sport have reason to 
feel gratified at the great progress 
made and at the popularity attained 
by this form of winter activity. 

First tournament held by the Ed- 
monton Ski club took place in the 
winter of 1911-12 on the Municipal 
Golf Course hill and the following 
year Grassy hill was the venue.

Mental Tests 
Are Proving 


Worth While 


Continued from Page Eleven 
are just starting to join up now,” he 
said, 

Dr. Falconer is enthusiastic 
over the way these mentaj alert- 
ness tests are working out. Ii is 
in the positive direction toward 
the magic uncovering of submerg- 
ed talents that the tests are really 
proving their worth. 

They are searching out the tiny 
gleam of light that was hidden be- 
Neath many a bushel. They are dis- 
covering talents the individual in 
question did not know he or she 
possessed. 

In this connection, Dr. Falconer 
told of the case of &@ young woman 
who had lived for many years in 
the remote hinterland of the prov- 
ince. She came to the city to join 
the C-W.A-A.F, Not realizing that 
she possessed any special ability 
she applied to enlist for general 
duty services. This is the class of 
work at which all persons without 
any special training are put. 

“This girl ecored an almost per- 
fect mental alertness test. She 
showed a better score than most 
university graduates,” Dr. Falcon- 
er said. 

“We then interviewed her and 
learned she had studied wireless 
telegraphy. 

RESPONSIBLE POSITION 

“That young woman now holds a 
responsible position as a wireless 
Operator with one of the large air- 
lines, If it had not been for the 
menta] alertness tests she would 


have been doing ordinary general |. 


duties. The airline company was 
very glad to secure her services at 
the present time,” Dr. Falconer said. 

The tests are not automatically 
infallible, Dr. Falconer explained. 
But results to date show a high de- 
pendability. 

“If conscription comes these tests 
will be used in selecting personnel 
throughout all branches of the 
armed services, placing specialized 
men where they are properly suit- 
ed,” the doctor predicted. * 

Three years of research werit into 
the test now used. The army is al- 
ready starting to make use of it 
and soon it may be used by the 
navy. 

They would be equally useful in 
selecting persons for civilian occu- 
pations, 

CAUSE MORE WORK 

The tests cause a whole let more 
work at the recruiting office, but 
save plenty of time and grief too, 
later on. 

When a recruit discloses he or 
she possesses uNusual alertness an 
interview follows. In the interview 
is ascertained just what kind of 
work the person would be suited to. 

FO. Archie Muir, who conducts 
the RCAF. mobile recruiting unit 
is sold 100 per cent on the mental 
alertness tests. 

“The tests may not be exact but 
there is one thing we can be sure 
of by experience. A high test means 
there is good material and @ low 
One means just the opposite. That 
has been demonstrated beyond 
doubt since they were inaugurated,” 
FO. Muir said.

Answer: Before discarding a tire, try to get it 
repaired or retreaded. If it is beyond repair it can 
be “reclaimed” to make new rubber articles. The 
law provides heavy penalties for burning, cutting, or 
destroying any tire or tube, including bicycle tires 
and tubes. If you have old tires it is your patriotic 
duty to turn them over to a garage man or scrap 
dealer. If you own any “eligible’’ vehicle you must 
turn in your old tire or tube before you can pur- 
chase a new one: No turn-in allowance will be given. 


Question: What about the guarantee on my tires? 


Answer: Your dealer will give you details, but 
broadly speaking, all guarantees on tires sold up to 
December 11, 1941, are replaced by limited guar- 
antees of not more than 90 days. All new guarantees 
are for 90 days. ; 


Question: How can I save my tires? 
Answer: Above all, by not using your car, by 


Question: How serious is the rubber situation? 
Answer: Because facts of value to our enemies 
cannot be revealed, published reports have been 
conflicting and sometimes inaccurate. The shortage 
is so grave it can truly be said that anyone hoarding 
rubber or using it unnecessarily is committing an 
act of disloyalty. 


Question: Can we obtain more crude rubber? 


Answer: Not at present, except from our Allies 
who need it as badly as we do.
